The Roosevelt Dam is a magnificent 
piece of masonry, built In the shape 
of an arch between granite walls, and 
#0 firmiy anchored that no conesivable 

pressure of water againat it can ever 
dislodge it. The sise of the lake which 
it creatés can be imagined when it is 
understood that this dam confines 
thirty-eight times as much water as 
the Croton reservoir of New York 
City. The Roosevelt dam is 364 feet 
high, and stores 1,400,000 saere-feet 
of water. An acre-foot is a volume suf- 
ficient to cover an acre of land one 
foot deep. 

The Great Shoshone dam in Wyom- 
ing is 3286 feet high, and stores * 000 
acre-feet. There is another big dam 
in Wyoming, the Pathfinder, which 
stands 216 feet above its foundation, 
and holds in check 1,026,000 acre-feet 
of water. These are the three biggest 
dams built by the Reclamation Serv- 
lee, but there are numerous emailer

way. What will known as the Bagle 
dam in New Mexico will be 266 feet 
high and 1600 feet long. This will 
store 2,560,000 acre-febt of water, 
which will be the largest reservoir in 
the world.

MOUNTAIN TOP. 


CLOTHING MISSING AND WOUND 
IN HIS THROAT. 


Ranch Hand Starts to Visit 
Friends Near Suniand but Fats 
to Reach There—Searching Party 
Discovers Remalns and Peculiar 
Circumstances Puzzle 


Denuded and with ? e throat cut 
from ear to ear, the body of Henry 
Connelly, a ranch land formerly liv- 
ing at Suniand, was discovered yes- 
terday afternoon on top of a mountain 
more than three miles away. A search 
of the neighborhod, failed to reveal 
any trace of the man's clothing or the 
weapon by which the deed was com- 
mitted, and the authorities are uncer- 
tain whether he was slain or com- 
mitted suicide. 

Connelly was formerly employed on 
a ranch near Sunland, owned by I.. T. 
lhawley, but about two weeks ago he 
announced that he was rather down- 
hearted and desired to go to Mt. Glea- 
son to see friends. After collecting 
his wages, he started the next day to 
make the journey on fot and was last 
seen trudging along the mountain 
road. His friends in Sunland sup- 
posed that he had reached his destina- 
tion until yesterday morning when an 
acquaintance from Mt. Glee «ns ar- 
rived at Sunland and announced that 
Connelly had never arrived. 

Searching parties were organized 
‘and began to scour the roadside and 
neighboring hills. As the party was 
about to abandon the search one of 
the men noticed a foot protruding from 
behind a boulder, and an investigation 
showed that Connelly had met death 
at that point. Blood stains were found 
several feet away. 

A letter subsequently received at 
Sunland directed to the dead ranch- 
man indicated that he had a brother 
living at No. 168 North Central ave- 
nue, Chicago, supposedly connected 
with the Americer Express Company 
of that city.

IND BODY ON 
‘MOUNTAIN TOP. 


CLOTHING MISSING AND WOUND 
IN HIS THROAT. 


Ranch Hand Starts to Visit 
Friends Near Sunland but Fatls 
to Reach There—Scearching Party 
Discovers Remains and Peculiar 
Circumstances Puzzle Police. 


Denuded and with e throat cut 
from ear to ear, the body of Henry 
Connelly, a ranch land formerly liv- 
ing at Suniand, was discovered yes- 
\terday afternoon on top of a mountain 
more than three miles away. A search 
of the neighborhod, failed to reveal 
any trace of the man’s clothing or the 
weapon by which the deed was com- 
mitted, and the authorities are uncer- 
tain whether he was slain or com- 
mitted suicide. * 

Connelly was formerly employed on 
a ranch near Sunland, owned by L. T. 
Rawley, but about two weeks ago he 
announced that he was rather down- 
hearted and desired to go to Mt. Glea- 
son to see friends. After collecting 
his wages, he started the next day to 
make the journey on fot ana was last 
seen trudging along the mountain 
road. His friends in Sunland sup- 
posed that he had reached his destina- 
tion until yesterday morning when an 
acquaintance from Mt. Glee zi ar- 
rived at Sunland and announced that 
Connelly had never arrived. 

Searching parties were organized 
and began to scour the roadside and 
neighboring hills. As the party was 
about to abandon the search one of 
the men noticed a foot protruding from 
behind a boulder, and an investigation 
showed that Connelly had met death 


at that point. Blood stains were found | 


several feet away. 

A letter subsequently received at 
Sunland directed to the dead ranch- 
man indicated that he had a brother 
living at No. 158 North Central ave- 
nue, Chicago, supposedly connected 
with the Americar Express Company 
of that city.

Many Thousands. 


Cities Pay Homage. 


Ontario was ablaze with beauty, 
alive with the spirit of carnival time, 
thrilling with happy events yesterday. 
The two days of the Festivo de On- 
tario started at 11 o'clock in the 
morning, and from the moment when 


of the City Hall, placed the crown 


Queen of the Festival, until late in 
the night the little city fairly 
throbbed with joyous excitement. 

More than 7000 persons, which by 


took part in the gigantic celebration, 
which from a standpoint of enthusi- 
asin and in beauty of decoration has 
seldom if ever been equalled by any 
city of Southern California. 

The first fog that has descended on 
the city in three months was not al- 
lowed to dampen the enthusiasm of 
the residents nor te interfere with 
the pleasure of their thousands of 
In fact, the spirit of welcome 
was so pronounced, the music of the 
bands so gay and the speeches of the 
pretty Queen so gracious that it 
seemed the influence extended even to 
the fog, which lifted about noon and 
smile upon the 
vast throng of merrymakers. 

At 16:30 o'clock the Ontario and 
Upland band escorted the. Queen in 
her carriage to the City Hall. Miss 
McCrea has been a resident of Onta- 
rio only for a year, but she seems to 
be the most popular young woman 
in the city, having been selected 
Queen by more than 1000 votes ma- 
jority over any other candidate. Bear- 
ing her train as she advanced toward 
the throne were Awo little matds, K- 
sie Miller and Gladys Head, while 
guarding Her Majesty were Messrs. 
George Friend and Douglas Leeson. 

TIIE KEYS PRESENTED. 
Following the ‘coronation, the 
young Queen seated herself upon the 
throne’ and the music of the bands 
was hushed as Morris II. Wilson, 
president of the Pomona Board of 
Trade. stepped gracefully’ forward 
and handed the fair ruler a great 
golden key. carved out of wood. 

“Most gracious Queen,“ said this 
“in presenting to 
vou this key I beg leave to request 
that you use it to uniock the gates 
of. your fair city to those who dwell 
in Pomona and other kingdoms, 


whose subjects wish you well. But I 
pray that you will ever keep your 
gates tightly barred against those 


barbarians of Upland and those sav- 
vages of Chino who at the slightest 
opportunity would swoop down upon 
you and carry away your fairest 
maidens.” 

Her Majesty smiled and replied: 1 
assure you it gives me unspeakable 
pleasure to accept this symbol 
power from Four hand.

Then followed the, introduction to 
the Queen of Mayor Bright af San

Morris Taylor, attendant to the 


Queen and master of ceremonies, to- 
gether with Mayor Sell and F. W. 
Nichols, chairman of the Executive 
Committee, and other officials waited 
at the top of the City Hall steps to 
welcome the visitors and to pin upon 
them the badges which designated 
them as honored guests. 

While the arrangements were made 
for the bis parade to start, the Col- 
ton and Ontario and Upland bands 
vied with each other in playing sweet 
music to the listening thousands. 

AN EARTHLY PARADISE. 

In every direction from the City 
Hall as far as the eye could reach 
the city was dressed in green and 
gold and in the flags and folds of 
Old Glory. More than $2000 had 
been expended on decorations and the 
artistic decorative designs of W. E. 
Turner made the city fairly glow. 
From tree to tree the bunting was 
spread in great waves of red, white 
and blue, overhead waved hundreds 
of fags, while from the tops and 
sides of the buildings and arene 
the

city, the green representing the olive 
and alfalfa farming and the gold in- 
dicating the orange groves.

In theology the general Presbyterian syn- 
od about twenty years ago discarded the 
doctrine of infant damnation. A literal in- 
terpretation of the allegories of the Bible 
is no longer preached from the pulpits of 
the land, yet it is not so many years since 
social ostracism in this world and an allot- 
ment to a residence near the boiler in the 
next world awaited him who did not believe 
that the job of creating the world was com- 
pleted in six days, or who questioned the 
verity of Jonah’s sojourn in the whale's in- 
terior, or who doubted that the sun stood 
still at the command of Joshua, or who 
openly denied that Gideon, with one blast 
of his horn, leveled the walls of Jericho. 
Now the altars of Christianity rest not 
upon the rigid doctrines of the Old Testa- 
ment, but upon the humane and loving 
teachings of Jesus of Nazareth and new 
| philosophies—the result of modern thought 

and ancient cult combined—have stricken 
the shackles from the onward marching 
feet of seekers after truth. 

In medicine the lancet, the blister and 
the black draught are no longer the ruling 
trinity; the fever-stricken patient no longer 
cries in vain for water, and anesthetics 
have almost banished pain from among the 
ills of life. 

The common-law doctrine which relieves 
the employer from responsibility for in- 
juries. which his employee may sustain 
through the negligence of a fellow-servant 
was, for many years, upheld and strength- 
ened and enlarged and construed by the 
courts of England and America in the in- 
terest of employers. California and Da- 
kota, with superserviceable zeal, went 60 
far as to fortify the common-law doctrine 
by statute. Less than twenty years ago 
‘Section 1970 of the California code—since 
repealed—read as follows 

“An employer is not bound to indemnify 
his employee for losses suffered by the lat- 
ter in consequence of the negligence of an- 
other person employed by the same em- 
ployer in the same general business, etc.” 

Congress enacted a law abolishing the 
antiquated fellow-servant doctrine on inter- 
State railroads. It also substituted a rule 
| of comparative hegligence for the doctrine 

of contributory negligence, and it required 
the use of safety appliances. 

California has enacted similar laws gov- 
erning employers generally, and there is no 
State in the Union today where the rights 
and interests of working men are better 
protected than in California. | 

Among the unreformed antiquities of the 
science of jurisprudence is that which con- 
clusively presumes that an error, however 
trifling or however technical, committed in 
the trias ot a criminal case, is so greatly to 
the prejudice of the defendant as to entitle 
him to a new trial or to a discharge. Many 
a scoundrel has crawled through the meshes 
of the law under the operations of this rule. 
In the prosecution of Kugene Schmitz for 
accepting bribes Heney was either so igno- 
rant or so negligent that he failed to state 
fh the indictment that Schmitz was Mayor 
of San Francisco. As the acts charged 
would not have been criminal unless com- 
mitted by a public officer, the omission was 
fatal, and the fiddling Mayor escaped scot 
free, for, in the meantime, the statute of 
imitations barred further prosecution. 

Among the constitutional amendments 
adopted at the late election is one which: 
abrogates the rule that any error committed 


to be to the injury of the defendant. It is 
provided instead that, if it appears from the 
whole record that substantial justice was 
done, the Supreme Court may disregard im- 
material errors and affirm the judgment. 
This reform in our system of jurisprudence 
will be welcomed by all except those attor- 
neys whose practice is confined to criminal! 
courts and who make a specialty of entrap- 
ping judges into making blunders. 


RESSIVE TEXAS. 

In Texas they have more progressive- 
ness and more different kinds of progres- 
siveness than in any other part of the world. 
Texas antagonizes luxury in traveling and 
favors the introduction of hogs into her 
homes. The Railroad Commission of that 
State is disposed to veto the desire of the 
Southern Pacific to run an extra fast train, 
or “train de luxe,” as it is designated in the 
advertisement, through that State. Texas, 
which is Democratic not merely in politics, 
but which is a follower of the god Demos in 
its social life, will discountenance exhibt- 
tion of inequalities of fortune, such as are 
displayed by patronizing trains de luxe. 
The millionaire must not vaunt his millions 
and discourage the simple life of Texans by 
traveling more rapidly and more luxuriously 
than the citizens of the Lone Star State, 
But, while hostile to “de luxe” weMth, 
Texas is friendly toward her boys and girls 
in the business of raising hogs. On Tues- 
day next there will be held at Dallas a con- 
vention of the boys’ and girls’ hog clubs of 
Texas. There are thirty-five of these clubs. 
In behalf of the hogs their representative, 
E. J. Kiest, will deliver an address of 
welcome. Ten minutes later Col. Frank P.

In this 
country a plant of the same family is 
known as the century plant, but, of
